The New Iti'siim). 

Witbin iho last fow wooks, a most 
gratifying change in public tjonlimom 
has sprung up in our midst, and tbe 
expressed intention of a largo majurit}' 
of our cit zona is to accept tho now 
order of things, and ondoavor, by 
unitod and harmonious action, to avert 
the evils which it is feared may grow 
oat of tho unconditional union of this 
Island with British Columbia. From 
tho first, a strong fooling of hostility 
has boon shown by tho Islanders to the 
provisions of tho Union bill, and <vhon 
it was known to a certainty that Mr 
Soyaiour ha1 boon appuintod Gov- 
ernor over tho united Colonies, this 
feeling increased to such a degree thai 
certain ovil-dispobod persons soized 
upon tho moment as a propitious one 
for tho lurtherunoo of treasonable de- 
signs having for their objoct tho an- 
nexation of this Colony to tho Unitoti 
States. FortunaLoly lor tho country, 
tho loyalty of our pooplo is not guaged 
by tho amount of money in their 
pockets, or tho numoer ol yards ol 
calico, or tho quantity of merchandize 
they may soli, and tho baso plotters, 
disgraced and oxposed, wero soon 
ootnpoilod, by a rogard for their 
salety, to discontinue th'e attotnpt. 
Good is said often to result from evil, 
and >vo aro not suro but tho annexa- 
tion agitation has had an effect con- 
trary to what was i> tended by its 
promoters, and that it has done more 
towards inducing tho people to accept 
tho new regime than all tho argu- 
ments that could have boon urged 
in favor of Union. 

It is true that Mr Seymour'H public 
caroor has not won tho confidonoo of 
tho Colonists, nor has ho oxhibited 
any of those traits that distinguish a 
statesman from n partisan leader. His 
dospatchos on tho sulijoct of Union 
were incorrect in their assumptions, 
and his letter from Paris was a tissuo 
of inconsistencies anil blunders (if 
nothing worse) whicli drow forth tho 
sevoro condemnation ol oven his most 
dovoted friends, and created a wide- 
spread fooling of indignation against 
the author. It is gratifying to notico, 
howevor, that a littlo calm reflection 
has soothed tho public mind, and that 
the fooiing now most prevalent is a 
desire to accept tho terms of tho bill, 
and tooxtend to Mr Seymour a quiet, 
unostentatious wolcomo on his arrival 
here. Thoro is no occasion for the 
erection of triumphal arches, or for any 
display whatever. All that should bo 
accordod is a kindly greeting. We 
would a thousand times rathor erect 
arches and givo dinners and balls in 
honor of a Governor lor tho good that 
lie has done, than to dino and wine 
aim lor tho good that ho may do. All 
aro anxious to see what Union has in 
store for us; and a majority of Van- 
couveriinis are disposed to givo 
the new order of things a fair trial. 
If Mr Seymour really means to do us 
good, wo must show a desire to aid 
him in tho work, and until wo aro ac- 
quainted with his line of policy, it is 
impossible to say whether his rule will 
be beneficial or baneful. Wo ate not 
prepared lo assume that it will 
be tho former any more than wo can 
be brought to ueliuve i,bat it will be 
tho latter, lint we are disposed to 
givo Mr Seymour and Ins policy a fair 
ohunce before condemning either.

lien and tho security of tho miner under 
ground. 

ll is ontiroly on tho knowledge and honesty 
ol the Engineer that the wbolo suocess or 
failure of the enterprise depends. Why do 
not tho Queen Charlotte Coul Mining Co., 
Limited, with suoh promising prospects shake 
all iheir apuihi, and try to work thoir mine 
on this principle, and they soon will make it 
a profitable iuvo6tmont to tho shareholders, 
instead of a source of grumbling ? It is very 
easy to do so if they will.

This race was much the most eventful of 
the whole meeting, both as regards lhe ex- 
citement of the speculators and tho variety of 
mishaps which bufol tho riders. 

Tho rider of yesterday's winner, Mr Kur- 
ney, sported Mr Corn well's colours on the 
maro Kate, whose brilliant appearance at. 
traded perhaps tho greatest utterjlion, not 
enough however, to dislodge Batbsheba from 
tho affections of her friends ; piloted as she 
was by Air M'Kinnon. The casualties com- 
menced with the lirst fence, Mr Karnuy 
indulged his maro with the lead, und rattled 
her right up to Iho heavy logs, where she 
stopped as if shot, noudiug her iydcr clouo 



Tho steamer Otter, Captain Lewis, arrived 
from Fort Simpson, on Wednesday evening, 
bringing Mr Edwin Conway, Commander ol 
the Union Telegraph Extension expediiion, 
logelbet with his assistants, and a parly ol 
56 workmen. The party shipped in small 
hoars, which they had built for iho purpose, 
at Ki.-peyox, Skeena River, on tho 10th inst., 
and arriving at Fort Simpson, embarked ou 
the Otter on the I8lh. .Since Mr Conway 
started out from Quesnolmouth, last summer, 
he has stretched 40(1 miles of wire, cut 400 
miles ol ir.ul through a country for the most 
part heavily wooded— a work of no small 
magnitude— and he has explored, and in a 
measuiB, opened up a large territory hitherto 
little known, and the result will doubtless he 
an important accession to our present geo- 
graphical, as well as geological knowledge of 
the great interior, as Mr Conway has several 
scientific men attached to his slulf. The 
lino is now completed a distance of suo 
miles from this city. 

About forty men were employed during 
the season clearing the trail, building bridges, 
iStc. T.venty eight Chinamen were employed 
as cooks, polemon, and wiremen, while *20 
natives wero employed as boatmen on thu 
Fiaser, and later in the season on the Skeena 
River. One hundred and fifty pack animals 
have bceu in use all trio season in transport- 
ing supplies und materials. The auitnuls 
had considerable difficulty in crossing the 
livers and creeks, all ol which aro very rapid; 
(erry boats were built on lhe larger rivers. 
Quid was found in thu VVustonguiali River, 
some ol lhe burs would probably pay $7 to 
a-day with the rocker. Only one case ul 
sickness occurred in camp. There were eigiii 
or nine serious axe wounds; but the parties 
have mostly all recovered by Ihis time. 

Michael Byrnes lias been exploring all the 
season, und has traveled some 1 000 miles 
wilh un average pack of 50 pounds on his 
buek, and has endured hardships und priva- 
tions to which moil men would have suc- 
cumbed. Coming into camp with legs cut 
and swollen, two ur three days' rest Bufficed 
to start him out aguio, npauruntly as Iresb 
and ch ery as ever, to cope with new dangers 
aud surmount Iresh dillicullies. Mr Byrnes 
wus iu the employ of the American Govern- 
ment as Bcout, during the Mexican war. 

Scovell, who siartod north on the Oiter, 
last winter, hud at lasl reporiod ut Kispcyox. 
lie had Bulferod considerably from want ol 
lood, as well as from wet und cold, and wus 
at otic time given up us lost. 

Mr Thomas Kiwyn remains at Stokin dur- 
ing the winter, in charge ol thu expeditions 
in lintish Columbia, and will send out par- 
lies in diQcrent directions when lhe snow 
hardens. 

Tho parly found the inland Indians friend 
ly ; they seemed even pleased that white 
men woiu coining amongst them. The coast 
Indians do not allow them to come to the sail 
wutar, aud drive a lucrative trade with 
them. 

Camp was moved every day except Sun- 
day, Irani iwo to ihrou miles. The country 
abounds in feed fur auitnuls, and numerous 
biuuII lukus uro mot with, some of tuom vory 



pretty ; Bnow capped mountains are to bo 
6een on every haud. 

Tho coust Indians ore everywhero well 
supplied with liquor, brought to them in 
trading vossels and in cunoes. They urc 
ttoublesomo und insulting, perhaps danger- 
ous. When Mr Conway weut to the head of 
Portland Canal, with four cr five men, thoy 
forbid bis landing,' nourishing guns and 
knives. The party showed no fear, however, 
and wero not molesled. Tho Company's 
steamer Mumford, Capt. Coffin, which has 
been employed as a transport beat on tho 
Skeena, is on the way here with GO men.

The Victorians iu Ooiuuiotiou. 

Our "Victoria Cousins" are still consider- 
ably ugitated over the "annexation question," 
The different parties have each an organ to 
ropresont tlioir views of this interesting 
subjeot. Tho Evening 'lelegrapn batileu for 
thu annexationists; while the Colonist, us the 
organ of loyalty, cries ''down with the trai- 
tors 1" and -'Ood aavo the Queen" * * * * 
They had a public meeting at tho Victoria 
Theatre not long ago to cunsider the nif.tter. 
and debalo whethor a union with this coun- 
try would bo desirable; but the Colonist 
party, hitting upon a happy expedient, aavi d 
Vancouver Islund to tho Queen by secretly 
and quietly turning off ttio guB and involv- 
, ing tho theatre in total darkness. Thus trea- 
son was uttere'y foiled, and the bright jewel 
of the Northwest coast preserved in Victor- 
ia's crown. But then arose another danger. 
A petition was drawn up (!) lo be presented to 
llor Muiosty's Government usking that the 
Island might be released from lhe royal apruti 
strings and permitted to form other connec- 
tions as inclination might prompt or interest 
dictate. This petition was to be circulated 
among llor Majesty's Bubjeots in the 
colony, that they might have an oppor- 
tunity of expressing their wishes in regard to 
iho matter. But the Colonist fellows wero 
again lions in the way. They boldly deelar 
od lhat tho petition should not circulate, 
and warned its authors not to attempt the 
business unless they hud a weakness for the 
perfume of addled eggs. The co: sequence 
of this second demonstration was a second 
triumph ol '-loyally" ; anil it does not appear 
thai lhe "treason petition" ever attained any 
considerable popularity. Thus tho threat of 
a sbowor of "utale eggs" this time saved to 
Her Majesly some ol lhe fairest portioua of 
her dominions. Bit lhe Telegraph people 
declare thul they will not be bullied out of 
iheir right lo enjoy free discussion, and assert 
dial they will keep lhe mutter in agitation, 
believing tl«t their true interest points lo 
the annexation of the colony to the United 
Slates. The Colonist, too, is for a lurther 
vigorous prosecution of ttio campaign against 
the "traitors," and promises to "continue 
our olluria uniil the last enemy of tho Old 
Ping has oiiher been dliven from the colony, 
or compelled to acknowledge the error of 
his ways and ask forgiveness tor his sins." 
This is a statement of the posture ol affairs at 
lasl advices. The Colonist does not tell us 
what expedient it intends to resort to next 

10 maintain the honor oi the crown ; but pro- 
bably its pooplo will keep well supplied with
